Meeting Notes:

A conversation with Governor Carney commencing at 10:34am and covered the topics including:

e Self-introductions by Council Members and Agency Liaisons including the group each
represents.

e Discussions regarding certification, both statewide at the Office of Supplier Diversity and the
subcontracting program at the Department of Transportation.

e The current diverse and small business community represented through certification and the
possibility to include LGBT owned business constituency to the OSD certified community

e Contracting with the state and the business-to-government areas of the state and as supported
through Council, including data and spend information was shared, such as the 216%
increase in spend with diverse businesses over the past eight years and the continued trend of
year-over-year increases experienced thus far in this fiscal year to date.

A conversation occurred between Governor Carney, Council, Liaison, and the Office of Supplier
Diversity in exploration of these topics, after which Governor Carney suggested the Office of
Supplier Diversity connect with Albert Shields to share reporting outcomes and review areas of
opportunity. Additionally, Governor Carney suggested future conversations with Council to
continue to review how the State and this Administration supports diverse and small businesses.
